1 . (Currently Amended) An osteotome, comprising: 

a head portion including a first substantially planar surface, and a second substantially planar 
surface extending at an obtuse angle from said first substantially planar surface; 

a bone cutter extending upward and generally pftrpendiculan from the first substantially planar 
curfe w said hone cutter tapftiw as it extends awav from said first substantially planar surface; and 

an elongated portion extending from said head portion; 

wherein said first substantially planar surface and said second substantially planar surface 
face away from said elongated portion. 

2. (Original) The osteotome of claim 1, further including a handle coupled to the 
elongated portion. 

3. (Original) The osteotome of claim2 f further including an anvil coupled to the handle. 
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4. (Original) The osteotome of claim 1 , wherein the head portion further includes an 

anvil. 

5. (Previously Amended) The osteotome of claim 1, wherein said head portion 
further includes a third substantially planar surface extending at an obtuse angle from said second 
substantially planar surface.

7, (Original) The osteotome of claim 6, wherein the protuberance is generally 
mogul-shaped. 

8. (Original) The osteotome of claim 1, wherein the second substantially planar 
surface extends from the first substantially planar surface at an angle of about 95 degrees. 
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9. (Original) The osteotome of claim 5, wherein the second substantially planar 
surface extends from the first substantially planar surface at an angle of about 135 degrees and the 
third substantially planar surface extends from the second substantially planar surface at an angle of 
about 135 degrees. 

1 0. (Original) The osteotome of claim 1 , wherein the bone cutter extends generally 
perpendicularly fiom the first substantially planar surface. 

The osteotome of claim 10, wherein the bone cutter defines a single 

The osteotome of claim 1 , wherein the elongated portion defines a rod.

15. (Currently Amended) An osteotome capable of being guided against bone surfaces, 
the osteotome comprising: 
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a head portion including a fiist substantially planar surface, and a second substantially planar 
surface extending from said first substantially planar surface at an angle of about 95 degrees; 

a singlo-odgodbone cutter extending upward and g enerally perpendicularly from said first 
substantially planar surface , said bone cutter tapering to a si n gle cutting edge as it extends away from 
said first subst antially planar surface: 

a rod extending from said head portion; 

a handle coupled to said rod; and 

an anvil abutting said handle; 

wherein said first substantially planar surface and said second substantially planar surface 
face away from said rod, and said first substantially planar surface and said second substantially 
planar surface are smooth enough to slide against the bone surfaces without significantly abrading 
the bone surfaces. 

16. (Currently Amended) An osteotome capable ofbeing guided against bone surfaces, 

the osteotome comprising: 

a head portion including an anvil, a first substantially planar surface, and a second 
substantially planar surface extending from said first substantially planar surface at an angle of one 
of about 95 and 135 degrees; 
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a singlo edged bone cutter extending u pward and g enerally perpendicularly from said first 
substantially planar surface , said bone cutting tapering to a single cutting edge as it extends upward 
from said first substantially planar surface; 

a rod extending from said head portion; and 

a handle coupled to said rod; 

wherein said first substantially planar surface and said second substantially planar surface 
face away from said rod, and said first substantially planar surface and said second substantially 
planar surface are smooth enough to slide against the bone surfaces without significantly abrading 
the bone surfaces.
